Four Eclipses This Year. 


During the year 1903 there will be 


four eclipses, two of the sun and two 
of the moon. 
The first is the annual 


eclipse of the sun on March 28, which 
will be visible in central Asia and Si- 
beria and Alaska. 
As the stiadow of 


the moon does not reach the earth, 
the corona and other appendages us- 
ually seen about the sun will not be 
visible to astronomers, and no prepar- 
ation is being made to observe the 
eclipse. 
The total eclipse of the Bun 


of September 20 will be visible in the 
Indian ocean and on the antarc.ic con- 
tinent, but as little land is touched by 
the shadow of the moon and that is 
inaccessible to observers, no observa- 
tion will be made by the several gov- 
ernments which usually participate in 
such scientific enterprises, says 
the 


Washington Post. 


A partial eclipse of the moon will 


occur on April 11, visible generally 
in Europe, Asia and Africa. 
The end 


of the eclipse will be visible in the 
eastern part of the United States. On 
October 6 another partial eclipce of the 
moon will be visible in Asia, parts of 
Europe, Africa and the Pacific ocean. 


The most notable event of the year 


will be the opposition of Mars, w..ich 
occurs March 28. 
On April 1 the dis- 


tance of Mars will be a minimum, be- 
ing- then only 59,000,000 miles. 
The 


opposition is so circumstanced, how- 
ever, that astronomers will have some 
favorable conditions for studying Mar- 
tian problems. 
The northern polar 


cap will be visible, and doubtless many 
observations of it will,be made by nu- 
merous native observers. 
^.ue satel- 


lites of Mars, discovered by Prof. Hai> 
at the naval observatory, will probably 
be beyond the reach of that telescope 
in the present position of the plnnet, 
but they may be visible to the more 
powerful telescopes of the L.ck observ- 
atory. 
It is not known what observa- 


tions of Mars/if any, are contemplated 
at the naval observatory. 
Many prob- 


lems are now studied by astronomers 
with large telescopes, of which ihe 
measurement of satellites is one. Oth- 
er lines of study relate to the diameter 
of the planet by night and by daylight 
and drawings of the numerous mark- 
ings noted upon the suiface of our 
sister planet.—Chicago Record-Herald

men are employed there at present 
in the construction of a pov. er dam 
of the Hudson River Power company. 
The laborers and many mason* are 
Italians, who live In shanties on the 
north side of the river. The main por- 
tion of the work 
Is 
carried on at 


present on the opposite side- of. the 
river. The men have been in the hab- 
it of crossing a. small bridjfe, but the 
river has been rising: for seveial days, 
and the company, fftinng the bridge 
unsafe destroyed it. 


Below the work about half a mile 


is a ferry. The boat is a scow shap- 
ed affair operated by cables. Yester- 
day when the men were being fer- 
ried across, "Cigarette" an Italian boy, 
fell overboard but was rescued. This 
morning 70 or 80 men got aboard and 
the boat started. Eighty feet from 
the shore the water splashed against 
the rail and "Cigarette" seized one of 
the tackle ropes which ran from th« 
overhead cable to the stern of the 
boat. Some of the men started toward 
Mm and instantly the boat Careened 
and filled, every one 
being thrown 


overboard. A score or morfc of strug- 
gling men were event down stream. 
Others succpeded in catching hold of 
the boat which had righted and they;' - 
were pulled ashore. 


The current carried tne others to-, 


ward the shore where they were res- 
cued. Teams were quickly harnesses 
and loaded with skilled log drivers an<| 
sent down the river to points where 
the bodies would be likely to land. It 
was nearly four 
o'clock before the

pread belief in the efficacy of sacred 
r magic words in evoking supernatur- 
1 aid. The demonolgy of all na- 
lons is full of this idea. It is evident 
hat the Jewish exoi cists at Ephesus 
bought that the name of Jesus was 
ufflciently powetful tor their purpose 
bough it was but the name of some 
ew dhinlty or demi-god preached by 
n itinerant teacher. 
The use which these impostors made 
f the holy name is not unlike the use 
made by various divine healing cults 
of recent years of the scriptures 
and 


tire foims of Chustlanity. 
A^nan like 


John Alexander Dowie could exeicise 
but little influence over any but the 
most ignoiant peisons if he did not use 
plausible peiversions of sciipture to 
bolster up his absurd pietensions. Few 
intelligent people woulJ swallow Mis. 
Eddy's nonsenbical juggling with words 
and ideas if she did not invoke the au- 
thority of Chi 1st and the sanction of 
divine revelation. 


It does not happen in this day that 


such impostois and feaciiligious useis 
of divine levelation aio lebuked 
so 


swiftly and openly as were the seven 
sons of Sceva. 
No demons leap up- 


on them, no bolt fiom heaven strikes 
them, no supernatural rebuke comes 
when they utter blasphemy. In these 
days error is lefuted by the giadual 
supiemacy of truth, the survival of the 
fittest. 
These fads and follies in IP- 


ligion spiing up and run their couise, 
doing great damage while they con- 
tinue, but vvoiking out gradually their 
own downfall. 


The other incident—the buining of 


books pertaining to magic aits—marks 
a mo^t interesting revulsion of popu- 
lar sentiment against such supersti- 
tions.

WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 


Legislative Voters' League Furnishe 


a Few Facts 


The Legislative Voters' League o 


Illinois has prepared a report on thii 
winter's work at 
Springfield, 
from 


which they have given out the follow 
ing information: 


"The Forty-third general assembly 


since organizing ^January 7, has paic 
$33,010 to employes of the house anc 
senate. 
There are 384 persons on the 


payroll. Of these 140 are appointees of 
the senate, ninety-eight of the house 
and ninety-six of the secretary 
of 


state. Those of the secretary, accord- 
ing to that official, are appointed at the 
dictation of members. 


This limited time spent in legislative 


session has cost the tax payers JS25.25 
per day for forty days for pay loll 
alone. This large 'pay roll is created in 
spite of a statute limiting the appoint- 
ive positions to seventy-three, and the 
total per day to $218.50. 


Statutory Positions. 


"The 
statutory positions for the 


house include a chief clerk, doorkeeper, 
postmaster, enrolling and engrossing 
clerk and their assistants and a private 
secretary to the speaker for the house, 
a secretary, sergeant-at-arms, post- 
master, enrolling and engrossing clerk 
and their assistants and a private sec- 
retary to the president of the senate. 
In addition the two houses are allowed 
in all twenty-three committee clerks, 
seven policemen and seventeen pages. 


"The existing pay roll in the audi- 


:or's office contains the names of thii'- 
-y-eight committee clerks, seventy po- 
licemen (twenty of these were ap- 
DOinted by the secretary of state) and 
twenty-eight pages.

How Finnn Discovered the Red Light 


Cure for the Disease. 


It was a simple enough line of reas- 


oning that led Finsen to.his first dls- 
covery. 
He found that If a number 


of earth worms are placed In a, box 
covered half with red glass and half 
with blue glass they will always crawl 
away from the blue light and seek 
shelter under the red light. 
In blue 


light they are restless and ill at ease, 
In red light they lie still. 


Again Finsen placed a chameleon so 


that half of Its body Is under blue 
glass and the other half under red 
glass, the result being that one half of 
the chameleon turned almost 
blacic 


under the blue light, while the ouier 
half remained almost white under the 
red light. 
Which means. expUilne-i 


Finsen. that the chameleon uses its ! 
movable pigment cells to protect Itself 
against the disagreeable effects of blue 
light. 


The summing up of these and hun- 


dreds of similar observations was that, 
of the various colors compo-lng ordin- 
ary sunshine, the blue or actinic rays 
—including violet and ultra-violet— 
are the only ones that have any note- 
worthy physiological effect upon an- 
imal life. 


Finsen was at this point in his re- 


searches when one day he came upou 
a pamphlet published in IS.32 by Dr. 
Pictou, of New Orleans. 
In t,,e pam- 


phlet there was Incidental mention of 
the fact, that, during a certain small- 
pox epidemic, some soldiers confined , 
in dark dungeons had suffered the uis- ( 
ease and recovered without, suppera- 
tion or scarring. 
In a. flash of in- 


sight Finsen seiaed upon the triun. 
The soldiers had recovered without 
scarring simply because, being in the 
dark cells, they were protected against 
the irritating actinic rays that dis- 
turbed the earth worms so. 
Within 


a month Finsen offered to the work 
his red light treatment, declaring con 
fidentlj' that sma.llpox patients woul 
'suffer no scarring if cared for in room 
from which all light but red had been 
excluded. 
And the curious part of i 


is that at this time Finsen had neve 
seen a case of smallpox. 
Yet, whet 


in August, 1902. the first test 
was 


made on eight smallpox patients, fou 
of them children who had never beei 
vaccinated and were bad cas?s, the re- 
sult was a triumph for 
Finsen.
